Cox'a
bedside.

His patient slept fitfully from near mid-
night until 3 a. m.

After that he could not sleep. The export.
enced physician watching him saw that there
was a decided chauge for the worse.

He appeared more restless and feverish.
" How do you teel ?" he was asked.
" Like a turnip," he replied, with a smile.
The answer had reference to an advice

given him by Dr. Wynkoop last night, who
told him it would increase his chanco of life
if he would consider himself as somo inani-
mate vegetable, and not to worry or excite
himself.

"Very well, doctor ; what vegetable would
you like to have mo consider myself ?" he
asked with a smile.

After a thoughtful consideration the phy-
sician replied :

"A turnip," and since then Mr. Cox
laughingly refers to himself as a turnip.

Ho talked cbeorfully for a while after
awakening this morning and said he wax de.
termined to live.

Tbeu he made Mrs. Cox go for some needed
rest, and then lay thinking with his eyes
wide open.

Finally wagons began to rumble through
the street in front of the house.

Few and far between at first, but at last in
constant succession, and their rumbling
attracted the sick man's attention.

"It must be getting daylight," he re-
marked. Mr. Hirschfleld raised a thick cur.
tain and peered out where the wind aud tho
rain drops were struggling for supremacy,
and answered i

"Day la just dawning." A few minutes
later the gas was extinguished and the
gloomy morning light gradually pervaded
the room.

Then the ring at the door-be- ll became
more frequent, and Mr. Hirschfleld left tbo
sick-roo- to take his station at the door
where he could receive all callers.

,,&?& their patient In a much lower

than yesterday, bnt find no reason to
r.nSe their deolslon rendered at the early

mPJhiW Pnfereuce, which was that Mr. Cox

J'nh fear in that respect u an attack of

IS HE THE MAN?

Suspicion Points to tho Murdered Boot-

They have arrested Vita Antonio Rosso, the
son.fn.law of the murdered man, and finally
believe that subsequent identification will
prove that he was the man who was laBt seen
with Avidios.

Russo was known to be the only enemy the
old man had. and facts developed yesterday
tend to show that he and Avidios quarrelled
subsequent to the. time when Ilnsso was
caught in a compromising situation with
Avidios's wife.

Ilusso was in Nowark Saturday afternoon.
Ho met Avidios at the tatter's boarding,
house, 115 South Canal street, and they iuar.
relied. ,

The boarding-hous- o keeper stepped be-

tween them just in time to prevent Itusso
from plunging a stiletto into tho old man's
breast.

Ilusso is a short, well built young man,
about twenty-tw- o yeara old.

This does not answer tbo various descrip-
tions given of the man who was last seen with
Avidios.

Tho bridge-tende- r, Osborne, and Mrs.
Tripp describe the man they saw with
Avidios as n large man. Arnold Wagner,
the watchman at ilalbaoh's, says the man be
pullod out of the river was young, well
dressed and his left eyo was missing.

None ot these descriptions correspond with
Russo's appearance, but still he may be iden.
t'fled.

Several people have turned up who heard
three shots fired at midnight Saturday night.

A half-sunke- n boat, which had been stolen
from Hoskin's boat-hous- e, was discovered by
a detectivo yesterday. There were several
stains in the bottom resembling blood, and a
microscopical examination willbe made.

It is now occupied by a Mr. Hall, who came
from Canaan. N. Y., In April last. The present
owner of this rare pile Is Mrs. S. B. Cone, a
wealthy property.owner of Stockbridge, Mass.
It is said that In the cellar ot this house the
oharter of Connecticut in Its quaint box was for
a time secreted. The exterior has been elabn.
rated with bunting, conspicuous in its foldsbeing the figures 10.10 ihho, lormed in overgreens. Over the low front door is a Urge
American flag festooned, while above the win-
dows on either side aro great festoons of bunt-
ing. The southern gable end is covered with
streamers of red. white and blue bunting, trained
from the square, old-sty- chimney at thetop and forming a pyramid. At the front of thechimneys are small shields and flags of all na-
tions. The house was built in 1040 forltev.Henry Whitfield, a minister of the Church ofLuiiland, a Nonconformist. The stones for itwere brought on barrows from a ledge a long
distance from the site. The cement used was
brought from England and Is now hsrder than
tho stone itself, At times It was used by theearly settlers as a kind or fort to defend them-
selves against the inoursions of hostile savages,
and tho first marriage in Guilford was solem-
nized within it walls.

Rfghteons Wrath at the Craol Butchery

of Annie Leconey.

Camden County Shocked and Out-

raged by tho Crime.

Not Sure Yet that tho Colored Prisoner
Was the Girl's Murderer.

llflCUL TO TBI ITIKIXO WOBLDLl

MincuiHTviLLE, N. J. , Sept. 10. Ibo ex-

citement In this Tillage is intenso over the
savage murder of Annie Leconev, tho pretty
housekeeper for her cousin, Chalkley

at the Leconey Mill, news of which
Tub Evknino Would printed yesterday.

Annie's long residence at the mill, where
she had lived with her undo, Henry Le-

coney, for seven years as housekeeper, and
where she remained there after his death last
Spring to fill tho same position for her
cousin. Chalkley. had mode her woll known
to the community hero.

The terrible character of her taking off has
aroused tho village to a frenzy. Slaughtered
by a ruffian's hands after he had assaulted
her aud provokod his poor victim to the
flercost struggle in defense of her honor, tho
blood ot tho innocent girl so cruelly saoriheed
has stirred the wrath of overy man and wo-
man in tho town.

The negro, Frank Lingo, who was arrested
on suspicion, is thought bv some of the de-
tectives not to be the guilty man, and fur-
ther mvbstigatiou Is awaited with the keenest
interest. There are loud threats of lynching,
and tho jail is talked ot as being easily
forcod.

The entire neighborhood was searched for
traces of the murderer, but no indication of
the guilty man was found except the bloody
trail which led from the house along the
board walk down to the creek.

This blood would seem to argue that the
person who did tho killing was wounded him-
self in Rome way. Such a belief is in keep-
ing with the theory that tho knife found by
Annie's side, a keen-edge- d butcher knife,
seven inches long, may havo been used by
the girl herself in a desperato defense of hor
threatened honor.

Tbo triple offense committed in Leconey's
mill was enough to alarm any town to excite-
ment. The attack on the girl's honor, her
frantio resistance, which her person and her
torn and disordered clothing sufficiently in-

dicated, followed by the cruel cutting of her
throat, and then the cold-blood- rummag-
ing about upstairs for the money, where the
wretch flung open the window with bis blood
stained fingerx to let in the morning light
that ho might seo better, are things which
xend a thrill of horror and'rcjfrtjjek indigna-
tion through the whole oOuSfeTKHe,

It is the most brutal murder Camden
County has known for years.

Two negroes were seen leaving the mill on
the morning of the murder, and if Ling is the
man who did the bloody deed he may have
had an accomplice.

There was some little feeling between
Annie Leconey and her cousiu, Chalkley,
arising from hor claim on her nncle Henry's
estate for seven yearn' service as bis house-
keeper. The girl's savings amounted to
4426, and they wero not taken by the mur-
derer.

Nothing was fonnd on the negro Lingo to
criminate him. He worked at Homestoad-vlll- e,

a little village a mile from Merchants-vill- e.

On the morning of the murder he left
the farm where be worked to go to Leconey
Mill, where he was to help Chalkley Leconey
and a negro farm hand named Garrett Mur-
ray on tho Leconey farm. Lingo is an old
lailbird. having served a term of threo years
In Trenton for robbery.

Tho murdared girl was of a gentle nature,
and her quiet, pleasant ways won her many
friends.
